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extracts; 


A Report  of  the  proceedings  in  the  past  year  of  the  Com- 
mittee having  charge  of  the  Indians  who  have  long  been 
under  the  care  of  this  Yearly  Meeting,  was  produced  and 
read,  and  much  satisfaction  was  expressed  with  their  la- 
bours. In  addition  to  their  supervision  of  the  tribe  in  New 
York,  it  has  been  grateful  to  our  feelings  to  be  informed  of 
the  extinguishment  of  a claim  upon  the  descendants  of 
Cornplanter,  residing  within  the  State  of  Pennsylvania; 
also,  of  other  efforts  made  by  Friends  for  their  relief  from 
an  attempt  to  deprive  them  of  a part  of  their  inheritance. 
This  Meeting  desires  the  encouragement  of  the  Committee 
to  pursue  this  benevolent  work,  and  report  thereon  next 
year;  and  also  commends  this  concern  to  the  continued 
sympathy  and  liberality  of  our  members.  The  report  is 
as  follows,  viz  : — 

To  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  Committee  for  the  gradual  Civilization  of  the  Indian 
Natives,  report, — 

That  during  the  past  year  several  deputations  have  visited 
the  Settlements  on  the  Alleghany  river,  for  the  purpose  of 
promoting  the  welfare  and  protecting  the  rights  of  this  poor 
and  injured  people.  Since  our  last  report,  several  changes 
have  occurred  in  the  family  at  Tunessassah ; Reuben  and 
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Eleanor  Battin,  who  were  released  at  their  own  request, 
returned  to  their  home  in  the  Twelfth  month  last,  leaving 
Abel  H.  Blackburn  and  Caroline  his  wife  in  charge  of  the 
concern. 

The  family  being  thus  deprived  of  the  needful  assistance 
for  its  proper  management,  application  was  made  to  our 
friend  Thomazin  Valentine,  who  cheerfully  offered  her 
services,  and  returned  to  the  scene  of  her  former  labours 
near  to  the  close  of  the  year,  greatly  to  the  relief  of  the 
Committee.  Abner  Woolman  feeling  his  mind  drawn  to 
assist  in  carrying  out  the  concern  of  the  Yearly  Meeting, 
having  offered  his  services,  has  been  engaged,  and  together 
with  his  daughter  Abigail  left  Philadelphia  on  the  3rd 
instant  for  Tunessassah.  The  Boarding  School,  under  the 
care  of  Abel  H.  Blackburn,  has  been  in  successful  operation 
during  the  year.  The  number  of  boarding  scholars  in  the 
Twelfth  month  was  17,  to  wit : — 12  girls  and  5 boys,  to- 
gether  with  several  day  scholars.  From  the  accounts 
received,  as  well  as  from  the  personal  inspection  of  some 
of  our  number,  we  are  encouraged  in  believing,  that  at  no 
former  period  has  the  school  been  productive  of  more 
benefit  than  at  the  present  time.  The  Indians  appear  to 
appreciate  more  fully  the  advantages  of  having  their  chil- 
dren instructed,  as  is  shown  by  the  increased  number  of 
applications  for  admission, — more  applying  than  can  be 
comfortably  provided  for  with  our  present  resources. 

In  consequence  of  a very  unpropitious  season,  accom- 
panied with  severe  frosts  in  the  Sixth  and  Seventh  months 
last,  the  crops  on  the  Reservation  were  greatly  injured,  so 
that  many  of  the  natives  are  now  without  the  required  seed 
for  planting  and  sowing ; and  in  some  cases,  with  a very 
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limited  supply  of  food.  Under  these  circumstances,  the 
Committee  have  directed  a supply  to  be  procured,  and  fur- 
nished to  those  who  appear  to  be  in  the  greatest  need. 

About  twelve  miles  below  Tunessassah,  on  the  Alleghany 
river,  is  a Settlement  of  Indians,  descendants  of  the  late 
Seneca  Chief,  Cornplanter.  The  tract  of  land  on  which 
they  reside  was  a gift  to  their  ancestors  from  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  they  are  so  far  civilized  as  to  cultivate  it 
to  good  advantage.  Against  this  property  there  has  been 
an  incumbrance  of  long  standing,  which  has  caused  great 
uneasiness  to  the  Indians,  as  well  as  much  solicitude  to  the 
Committee.  It  is  therefore  with  much  satisfaction  we  now 
inform,  that  by  the  co-operation  of  some  kindly-disposed 
Friends  we  have  paid  off  the  judgment  against  it,  and  thus 
relieved  from  debt  the  only  possession  held  by  the  Abori- 
gines in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  aforesaid  Indians  having  acquainted  the  Committee 
that  an  attempt  had  been  made  to  deprive  them  of  a part 
of  their  inheritance,  a deputation  was  appointed  to  pay 
them  a visit,  and  examine  into  the  merits  of  the  case.  As 
the  investigation  showed  the  claim  to  be  altogether  unjust, 
legal  measures  were  taken  to  bring  the  case  before  the 
Board  of  Property  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  for  its 
judgment  thereon;  who,  at  their  late  meeting  at  Harris- 
burg, on  the  6th  of  last  month,  after  a deliberate  hearing, 
gave  a decision  in  favour  of  the  Indian  title.  This  de- 
cision, we  trust,  will  secure  to  the  natives  the  peaceable 
possession  of  their  patrimony,  although  an  appeal  may  be 
taken  to  the  Court  of  Warren  County,  in  which  the  land  is 
situated. 
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From  the  examination  of  the  account  of  our  Treasurer, 
it  appears  that  he  had  in  his  hands,  on  the  29th  ultimo, 
$793  85  in  cash,  and  securities  amounting  to  $15,700.

18^  of  the  month. — The  Committee  charged  with  the 
oversight  of  the  Boarding  School  at  West-town,  produced 
the  subjoined  report.  Their  continued  efforts  to  conduct 
this  seminary  for  the  advantage  of  the  pupils,  both  in 
giving  them  a literary  and  religious  guarded  education, 
are  satisfactory  to  the  Meeting.  They  are  encouraged  to 
persevere  in  the  duties  connected  with  this  concern;  and  it 
is  desired,  that  parents  and  guardians  having  children  to 
educate,  would  keep  their  attention  turned  to  the  benefits 
that  may  be  conferred  upon  them  at  this  Institution,  and 
promote  the  welfare  of  the  children  and  its  support  by 
placing  them  there,  viz. : — 

To  the  Yearly  Meeting . 

The  Committee  who  have  charge  of  the  Boarding  School 
at  West-town,  report, — 

That  during  the  winter  session  of  1858-9,  there  were 
]90  pupils,  viz:- — 97  boys  and  93  girls;  of  this  number, 
25  boys  and  32  girls  were  new  scholars.  During  the  sum- 
mer session  there  were  147,  viz  : — G8  boys  and  79  girls;  of 
whom  18  boys  and  16  girls  were  new  admissions.  The 


whole  number  admitted  for  the  year,  was  101,  viz -43 
hoys  and  58  girls;  and  the  average  number  for  the  same 
period  was  168,  viz  : — -82  boys  and  86  girls ; being  7 less 
than  the  preceding  year. 

With  very  little  exception,  the  family  has  been  favoured 
with  good  health.  The  school  has  been  visited,  as  usual, 
at  stated  times,  by  sub-committees  of  men  and  women 
Friends,  who  also  attended  the  semi-annual  Examinations, 
and  such  assistance  • to  the  various  departments  has  been 
given  as  seemed  needful.  The  deportment  of  the  pupils 
and  their  progress  in  their  studies  have  been  generally 
satisfactory.  No  material  change  has  been  made  in  the 
course  of  study  pursued.  Instruction  is  given  to  the  boys 
by  6 teachers,  and  to  the  girls  by  5,  who  are  assisted  in 
their  duties  by  young  men  and  women  employed  for  that 
purpose.  As  heretofore,  all  the  branches  of  an  English 
education  are  taught;  also,  the  Latin  and  Greek  lan- 
guages. 

In  the  winter  season  Lectures  on  several  subjects  have 
been  delivered,  which  are  attended  by  all  the  pupils.  They 
are  illustrated  by  the  Philosophical  Apparatus  belonging  to 
the  Institution,  which  is  well  adapted  for  the  purpose,  and 
adds  materially  to  the  interest  and  instruction  derived  from 
them.  The  apparatus  is  also  used  for  a similar  purpose,  at 
times,  in  the  school  rooms.  Portions  of  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures, Barclay’s  Catechism,  and  Bevan’s  View,  are  commit- 
ted to  memory  at  stated  periods  by  the  pupils;  and  the 
Bible  and  other  religious  books  are  frequently  read  to  them 
when  assembled  in  the  Collecting-rooms, — they  have  also 
the  use  of  a well-selected  Library.  Meetings  for  worship 
have  been  regularly  held  on  First  and  Fifth  days,  which

have  been  attended  not  only  by  the  family  in  the  school 
building,  but  also  by  the  Friends  residing  on  the  Farm. 
The  conduct  of  the  pupils,  on  these  occasions,  has  been 
generally  orderly  and  becoming. 

The  disbursements  for  Family  Expenses  for  the  year 
ending  Tenth  month  16th,  1859,  were  $10,148  90; — for 
salaries  and  wages,  $8,217  35; — for  incidentals,  $514  82; 
and  for  repairs  and  improvements,  $1,563  46; — -making  a 
total  of  $20,444  53.  The  charges  for  Board  and  Tuition 
were  $14,515  31; — for  rents  of  tenements,  saw  and  grist- 
mill, and  profits  of  merchandize  sold,  $699  35.  Income 
from  the  Fund  for  Glen eral  Purposes,  $2,793  20; — and  the 
balance  to  the  credit  of  the  Farm  is,  $1,187  85  : making 
together,  $19,195  71;  being  $ 1,248  82  less  than  the 
expenditures, — deducting  from  this  the  annual  appropri- 
ation of  the  Y'early  Meeting,  $ 800,  leaves  a deficiency  of 
$ 448  82.  The  Fund  for  General  Purposes  has  been 
increased  by  the  legacy  of  our  late  friend  Josiah  Dawson; 
notwithstanding  which  a small  deficiency  has  occurred, 
owing  to  the  diminished  income  from  the  Farm,  the  small 
number  of  pupils,  and  the  costs  of  repairs  to  the  cooking 
fixtures,  bath-houses,  etc. 

Separate  accounts  are  kept  of  the  Funds  applicable  to 
the  gratuitous  education  of  children  at  the  school, — the 
incomes  of  which  are  regularly  applied  for  that  purpose. 
These  funds  have  furnished  important  relief  to  many 
Friends  in  the  education  of  their  children;  and  many  of 
the  pupils  who  have  received  the  benefit  of  them,  have 
become  successful  teachers. 

An  additional  cedar-tank  has  been  placed  in  the  attic  of 
the  main  building,  on  the  boys’  side,  which  it  is  designed

to  keep  constantly  filled  with  water.  By  means  of  pipes 
leading  from  both  tanks  through  the  chambers  and  second 
story,  important  facilities  will  be  afforded  for  extinguishing 
fire,  if  it  should  occur. 

Our  friends  J ohn  and  Phebe  Bennington,  who  have  had 
(very  acceptably  to  the  Committee)  the  charge  of  the  Farm 
and  farm-house  for  seven  years’  past,  requesting  to  be  re- 
leased, Phineas  and  Caroline  Ash  have  been  appointed  to 
succeed  them,  and  entered  upon  their  duties  on  the  26th 
of  last  month. 

Our  esteemed  friend  Phebe  Bennington,  after  a pro- 
tracted and  painful  illness,  deceased  a few  days  before  the 
time  agreed  upon  for  the  removal  of  the  family. 

The  charge  of  conducting  this  Institution  in  a manner 
consistent  with  its  original  design,  is  felt  to-  be  an  import- 
ant and  responsible  trust,  and  one  that  cannot  be  rightly 
fulfilled  without  Divine  help.  Where  so  great  a diversity 
exists  in  the  talents,  disposition,  and  habits  of  the  pupils, 
it  is  to  be  expected  that  difficulties  will  occur  in  carrying 
out  the  rules  which  are  necessary  to  insure  proper  dis- 
cipline. In  view  of  this,  and  that  it  is  not  mere  literary 
advancement  that  is  aimed  at,  it  is  not  surprising  that 
discouragements  should  often  be  the  lot  of  those  who  have 
the  immediate  charge  and  oversight  of  the  concern,  while 
endeavouring  conscientiously  to  perform  their  respective 
duties.  They  have  need  of  the  sympathy  and  encourage- 
ment, as  well  as  the  hearty  co-operation  of  those  who  place 
children  there;  and  it  would  be  gratifying  to  the  Com- 
mittee if  there  was  more  disposition  manifested  to  hold  up 
and  strengthen  their  hands,  in  enforcing  those  regulations 
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which  are  necessary  in  conducting  the  establishment  con- 
sistently with  our  religious  profession.

The  Committee  appointed  to  settle  the  account  of  Joseph 
Scattergood,  Treasurer,  all  met,  examined  the  same,  com- 
pared the  payments  with  the  vouchers,  and  find  it  correct. 
There  is  a balance  in  his  hands  of  Two  thousand  and  Fifty 
dollars  and  Forty-one  cents,  the  quotas  being  all  paid  in. 

The  Committee  propose  that  the  sum  of  Fifteen  hundred 
dollars  be  raised  the  ensuing  year,  for  the  use  of  the 
Meeting.

Nineteenth  of  the  month. 

All  the  Quarterly  Meetings  inform,  that  the  use  of  spir- 
ituous liquor  among  their  members  has  been  inquired  into ) 
and  that  there  are  eighty -one  who  have  taken  it  as  drink  in 
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the  past  year ; the  greater  part  occasionally.  Eleven  of  this 
number,  and  one  member  who  does  not  drink  it  himself, 
have  given  it  to  others  for  that  purpose.  Several  of  the 
Quarters  report,  that  some  Monthly  Meetings  have  be- 
stowed labour  on  those  among  them  who  are  objects  of  this 
concern.  As  it  is  believed  that  this  labour  has  been  pro- 
ductive of  good,  it  is  desired  that  Quarterly  and  Monthly 
Meetings  will  renew  their  care  and  inquiry  on  this  subject, 
and  extend  affectionate  labour  and  entreaty  to  induce  those 
members  who  are  in  the  dangerous  practice  of  taking  spir- 
ituous liquor  as  drink,  or  of  handing  it  to  others,  to  abstain 
from  it  ‘ and  report  the  number,  and  their  labours  herein, 
next  year. 


From  the  Reports  of  the  Quarterly  Meetings  it  appears, 
there  are  within  our  Yearly  Meeting  thirteen  hundred  and 
twelve  children  of  an  age  to  attend  school,  and  that  they 
have  been  distributed  nearly  in  the  following  manner 
during  the  past  year,  viz. — 160  have  been  at  select  schools, 
178  at  West-town,  337  in  schools  taught  by  members,  183 
in  family  schools,  15  at  Haverford,  1 at  Providence,  120  at 
schools  not  taught  by  members,  281  at  District  schools,  and 
37  who  do  not  appear  to  have  received  school  instruction  in 
that  period.  It  affords  satisfaction,  that  the  subject  of 
school  education  has  claimed  the  attention  of  Friends,  as 
now  reported ; and  it  is  our  desire  that,  as  far  as  is  prac- 
ticable, the  children  of  our  members  may  be  placed  under 
the  tuition  of  properly  concerned  Friends,  in  order  to 
receive  an  education  which  will  strengthen  their  attach- 
ment to  our  religious  principles,  and  be  as  much  guarded 
as  may  be  from  everything  that  would  injure  their  morals 
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or  correct  habits.  The  Meetings  are  desired  to  continue 
their  care  on  this  account,  and  make  report,  as  heretofore; 
on  this  interesting  subject. 


The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  a Minute  of  the 
exercise  of  the  Meeting,  during  the  reading  of  the  Queries 
and  Answers,  produced  the  following,  which  was  read  and 
approved,  and  directed  to  be  sent  down  to  the  subordinate 
Meetings  in  the  Extracts,  in  sufficient  number  to  supply 
all  the  families, — also  an  abstract  of  the  report  on  the  distri- 
bution of  Books. 

The  minds  of  Friends  have  been  brought  under  much 
exercise  at  this  time,  for  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  members 
of  this  Yearly  Meeting,  and  for  the  faithful  support  of  our 
Christian  doctrines  and  testimonies.  One  of  the  first  con- 
cerns of  the  original  members  of  our  Society,  was  to  be 
acquainted  with  a divine  power  in  themselves  that  would 
give  victory  over  sin  and  temptation,  and  lead  them  in  the 
path  of  holiness.  As  they  submitted  to  the  requirings  of 
the  Spirit  of  Truth  in  their  hearts,  they  were  brought  to  see 
the  nature  of  divine  worship,  and  to  meet  together  in  solemn 
silence,  to  wait  upon  the  Lord  for  ability  to  worship  Him ; 
and  as  they  received  gifts  for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  to 
exercise  them  under  his  direction  and  anointing. 

The  worship  of  G-od,  performed  through  the  quickening  . 
virtue  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  often  in  solemn  silence  before 
Him,  has  been  a great  blessing  to  our  Religious  Society. 
But  the  absence  of  many  of  the  members  from  our  religious 
meetings  in  the  middle  of  the  week,  and  some  on  the  first- 
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day,  has  brought  over  us  feelings  of  much  regret ; persuaded 
as  we  are,  that  great  loss  is  sustained  thereby.  While  we 
would  exhort  parents  and  others  to  a faithful  discharge  of 
their  duty  in  this  respect,  we  believe  our  meetings  cannot 
be  said  to  be  duly  attended,  if  the  children  are  left  at  home. 
They  stand  in  need  of  divine  help  and  instruction  as  well 
as  ourselves,  and  of  the  watchful  care  of  their  parents  and 
elder  friends ; and  inasmuch  as  we  know  not  the  time  when 
it  shall  please  the  Father  of  mercies  to  visit  and  quicken 
their  hearts,  and  by  the  power  of  his  convicting  and  restoring 
Spirit,  to  gather  them  into  his  sheep-fold,  and  to  prepare 
them  for  his  service  in  the  Church,  we  tenderly  desire 
that  parents  may  be  faithful  in  endeavouring  to  train  them 
up,  by  precept  and  example  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord,  and  in 
the  regular  attendance  of  our  religious  meetings;  so  that 
by  their  godly  lives  and  conversation  answering  the  Wit- 
ness of  Truth  in  the  children,  they  may  be  instrumental  in 
building  them  up  in  the  faith  and  principles  of  our  fore- 
fathers. 

It  is  a day  of  much  liberty  and  outward  ease,  in  which 
the  restraints  of  the  cross  and  the  simplicity  of  the  Chris- 
tian life  are  greatly  disregarded;  the  fruits  of  which  are 
sorrowfully  visible  in  many  of  our  members  and  their 
children.  The  testimony  to  plainness  of  speech,  behaviour 
and  apparel,  is  as  obligatory  upon  us  as  at  any  age  of  the 
Society.  It  has  had  a preserving  effect  on  all  classes  who 
have  obeyed  the  Truth,  and  is  attended  with  the  reward  of 
peace.  When  we’  consider  the  serious  responsibility  of 
parents  and  others,  who  should  be  examples  to  the  flock, 
we  would  affectionately  warn  every  one  to  mind  the  Truth 
in  their  own  hearts,  to  beware  of  leading  the  rising  genera- 
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tion  into  the  ways  of  the  world;  but  taking  the  yoke  of 
Christ  upon  themselves,  .restrain  the  young  people  in  their 
desires  after  the  vain  fashions  and  customs,  and  bring  them 
up  in  the  plain  attire,  and  language  and  manners,  which 
become  the  self-denying  followers  of  Christ.  It  will  be  a 
blessing  to  the  children,  and  contribute  to  their  stability 
and  dignity  as  Christians ; while  indulgence  in  the  follies  of 
vain  show,  feeds  pride,  produces  a light  and  trifling  spirit, 
unworthy  of  a candidate  for  immortality  and  eternal  life, 
and  may  subject  them  to  temptations  that  would  prove 
their  serious  injury. 

With  reference  to  the  frequenting  of  taverns,  we  would 
call  the  attention  of  our  members  to  the  dangers  of  placing 
young  men  at  Hotels,  where  they  are  exposed  to  associations 
that  may  be  prejudicial  to  their  principles  and  morals,  and 
to  temptations  to  use  intoxicating  drinks  that  may  land 
them  in  ruin.  All  the  profits  that  can  arise  from  a 
business  derived  through  such  a channel,  cannot  possibly 
counterbalance  the  loss  of  one  immortal  soul. 

The  reading  of  pernicious  books  is  a source  of  much 
danger,  particularly  to  young  persons.  There  are  some 
pretending  to  advocate  the  cause  of  religion,  which  tend  to 
settle  the  reader  in  a mere  belief  in  the  outward  coming  of 
Christ,  yet  over-looking  his  spiritual  appearance  in  the 
heart,  and  the  work  of  regeneration  by  his  Holy  Spirit, 
without  which  our  Lord  declared,  that  no  man  can  see  the 
Kingdom  of  G-od.  These,  we  believe,  are  instrumental  in 
obstructing  the  work  of  religion,  and  the  spreading  of  the 
reign  of  the  Prince  of  Peace.  We  would  affectionately  press 
upon  all  our  members,  to  keep  upon  their  guard  against 
th.ese  insidious  attempts  to  draw  the  mind  away  from  sub- 
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mission  to  the  washing  of  regeneration  and  the  renewing  of 
the  Holy  Ghost,  which  their  Saviour  would  effect  in  their 
hearts.  Dear  young  Friends,  love  retirement,  as  at  his  feet, 
that  you  may  he  taught  by  Him.  Frequently  read  the 
Holy  Scriptures  and  the  writings  of  your  own  Society; 
which  would,  as  you  obey  the  Truth,  strengthen  you  to  turn 
your  back  upon  all  the  seductions  of  Satan,  the  corrupting 
amusements  of  the  day,  and  the  attractions  to  mingle  with 
those  who  are  enemies  to  the  cross  of  Christ.  Religion  is 
an  inward  work;  and  all  who  really  know  it  abide  with 
their  Lord,  both  in  his  sufferings  and  when  his  banner  over 
them  is  felt  to  be  love. 

The  violation  of  our  Christian  testimony  against  a man- 
made or  hireling  ministry,  alluded  to  in  nearly  all  the 
Reports  of  the  Quarterly  Meetings,  has  affected  the  minds 
of  many  Friends  with  sorrow;  exhibiting,  as  it  does,  an 
unsettlement  in  the  principles  of  those  who  are  going  after 
such  teachers.  Our  early  Friends  saw  in  the  light  of  the 
Lord,  that  no  man’s  talents  or  learning,  nor  any  human 
ordination,  can  constitute  any  one  a minister  of  Jesus 
Christ : it  requires  a special  call  and  qualification,  dispensed 
by  the  Head  of  the  Church  to  the  sanctified  members,  whom 
He  separates  for  the  work  of  the  ministry.  This  gift  can 
only  be  exercised  under  his  putting  forth ; not  in  the  will, 
wisdom  or  time  of  man,  but  under  the  renewed  unction  from 
the  Holy  One,  giving  authority,  and  supplying  him  with 
what  he  is  to  deliver  to  others,  without  money  and  without 
price.  May  our  beloved  Friends  be  brought  to  feel  the 
wrong  and  the  danger  of  laying  waste  this  ancient  Christian 
testimony,  delivered  by  the  Lord  Jesus  and  his  apostles, 
and  revived  among  us  after  a long  and  dark  night  of  apos- 
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tacy ; the  purity  and  spirituality  of  which  are  necessary  to 
be  maintained  in  the  Church  of  Christ.  “But  the  anoint- 
ing which  ye  have  received  of  Him  abideth  in  you,  and  ye 
need  not  that  any  man  teach  you ; but  as  the  same  anoint- 
ing teacheth  you  of  all  things,  and  is  truth  and  is  no  lie,  and 
even  as  it  hath  taught  you,  ye  shall  abide  in  Him.”  “He 
that  drinketh  of  the  water  that  I shall  give  him,”  said  the 
Saviour,  “ shall  never  thirst,  but  it  shall  be  in  him  a well 
of  water  springing  up  into  everlasting  life.”  Such  will 
have  no  need  to  run  after  those  who  are  crying,  “ lo,  here 
is  Christ,  or  lo,  he  is  there,”  but  will  know  Him  ruling  in 
his  kingdom  in  their  hearts. 

We  have  good  cause  to  acknowledge  with  thankfulness* 
the  unmerited  condescension  of  the  Lord  our  God,  in  extend- 
ing to  us  his  sustaining  hand  of  help  under  the  burdens 
which  have  been  borne,  and  giving  strength  from  day  to 
day  to  hold  our  several  meetings,  we  hope,  in  measure  to 
his  honour,  and  to  the  comfort  of  one  another.  Secret 
prayer,  we  believe,  has  ascended,  that  in  deep  humility  our 
faith  and  trust  may  be  maintained  in  Him,  and  that  in  his 
way  and  time,  He  would  arise  and  bring  us  out  of  every- 
thing that  would  eclipse  the  brightness  of  the  doctrines  and 
testimonies  of  the  gospel,  which  we  are  called  to  hold  up  to 
the  world.  And  it  is  our  desire,  that  throughout  our  bor- 
ders, a travail  of  spirit  may  be  cherished  for  the  increasing 
prevalence  of  love  towards  each  other,  that  everything  which 
would  divide  and  scatter,  may  be  put  away  from  us,  and 
the  blessed  unity  and  fellowship  of  the  Spirit,  the  love  of 
God  and  the  communion  of  the  Holy  Ghost  may  be  known, 
qualifying  us  to  glorify  God,  and  exalt  the  name  and  king- 
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dom  of  his  dear  Son,  onr  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ, 
among  ourselves  and  in  the  world. 

Having  finished  the  business  brought  before  us,  with  a 
concern  to  act  in  accordance  with  the  will  of  the  Head  of 
the  Church,  and  being  favoured  with  a measnre  of  His  sup- 
porting strength  in  the  exercises  which  have  come  over  us, 
and  desiring  to  return  thanks  for  His  continued  regard,  the 
Meeting  concluded  to  meet  again  at  the  usual  time  next 
year,  if  consistent  with  the  Divine  Will.

The  Book  Store  has  been  kept  well  supplied  with  works 
published  or  approved  by  Friends,  and  within  the  past  year 
seventeen  hundred  and  eighteen  volumes  and  three  bun- 
dred  and  seventeen  pamphlets  have  been  distributed ; being 
several  hundred  volumes  more  than  were  disposed  of  the 
year  before,  and  double  the  number  of  pamphlets.  Nine 
hundred  and  seventy-five  of  the  books  and  eighty-four  of 
the  pamphlets  were  sold ; and  eight  hundred  and  seven  of 
the  former,  and  two  hundred  and  thirty-three  of  the  latter, 
were  given  away. 

In  the  distribution,  two  hundred  and  forty-eight  volumes 
and  one  hundred  and  three  pamphlets  were  presented  to 
fourteen  public  Libraries,  as  follows,  viz  : — to  a Library  in 
Clinton  Co. ; to  one  at  Millville  ; to  one  at  Bethlehem ; to 
one  at  Middletown,  Delaware  Co. ; and  to  that  in  Blockley 
Almshouse, — all  in  Pennsylvania.  To  the  Mechanics’  In- 
stitute, Canada  West;  to  Illinois  Institute,  Wheaton,  111.; 
to  the  Library  of  Bridgeton,  to  the  Workman’s  at  Rahway, 
— both  in  New  Jersey;  to  Accontink,  Fairfax  Co.,  Ya. ; 
to  the  Female  Institute,  Friendsville,  Tenn.;  to  one  at 
Iowa,  Henry  Co.,  and  to  one  of  Linn  Monthly  Meeting, 
Linn  Co., — both  in  Iowa ; and  to  a Library  in  Leavenworth, 
Kansas. 
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Thirty-six  volumes  and  twenty  four  pamphlets  were 
sent  to  inquirers  in  Nantucket;  eleven  volumes  to  Tucker- 
ton,  N.  J. ; one  hundred  and  twenty-one  were  sent  into  the 
far  West  and  California;  nine  to  Susquehanna  Co.,  Penna; 
twenty-six  volumes  and  fourteen  pamphlets  to  the  vicinity 
of  Fall-River,  Mass. ; twelve  volumes  were  sent  to  Potts- 
ville,  Penn’ a ; twelve  were  put  in  coasting  vessels  at  Atlan- 
tic City,  N.  J. ; twenty-three  volumes  and  twenty-four 
pamphlets  were  sent  to  a school  for  coloured  children  in 
the  West  Indies;  eleven  volumes  were  sent  to  a member  in 
Sacramento  City,  Cal. ; three  volumes  and  five  pamphlets 
in  the  French  language,  were  taken  to  Cuba ; eleven  vol- 
umes into  Louisiana;  nine  volumes  to  a coloured  school  in 
Madison  Co.,  Ky.;  five  volumes  •were  given  to  the  Young 
Men’s  Christian  Association,  Philadelphia;  thirteen  sent  to 
inquirers  in  St.  John’s,  Newfoundland ; thirty-five  volumes 
were  sent  to  Iowa,  to  replace  hooks  destroyed  by  fire; 
twelve  to  Fort  Madison,  Iowa,  for  the  use  of  inmates  in 
the  Penitentiary;  twenty-eight  volumes  and  nine  pamph- 
lets were  furnished  persons  speaking  the  German  language; 
twenty-five  volumes  and  three  pamphlets  were  given  to  pro- 
fessed ministers  in  other  religious  societies;  one  hundred 
and  three  volumes  and  forty-five  pamphlets  were  given  to 
members  and  to  serious  inquirers ; and  forty  volumes  and 
seven  pamphlets  presented  to  persons  in  limited  circum- 
stances. 

Of  the  three  thousand  copies  of  Christian  Advices  which 
have  been  printed,  two  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixty-six 
have  been  gratuitously  distributed  among  our  members  and 
others. 
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The  Journals  of  Samuel  and  Mary  Neale  are  just  now 
completed  by  the  Stereotyper,  and  will  be  published  in  the 
course  of  a few  weeks.  They  are  to  be  paid  for  out  of  a 
fund  given  by  a Friend,  for  publishing  and  distributing  the 
approved  writings  of  Friends. 

It  is  encouraging  to  find,  that  the  demand  for  the  works 
kept  at  the  Book  Store  has  enlarged  during  the  past  year — 
giving  reason  to  believe,  that  there  is  an  increasing  dispo- 
sition among  our  members  and  others,  to  make  themselves 
better  acquainted  with  the  instructive  religious  literature 
contained  in  the  biographies,  and  other  works  setting  forth 
the  doctrines  and  testimonies  of  our  Religious  Society,  and 
the  regenerating  work  of  Divine  Grace,  which  it  is  the  con- 
cern of  the  Yearly  Meeting  to  have  disseminated. 

The  present  is  not  a time  for  relaxing  in  the  effort  to 
supply  the  approved  writings  of  Friends,  at  little  cost,  to 
all  who  are  willing  to  peruse  them.  Much  sophistry  and 
specious  reasoning  are  now  employed,  in  order  to  lay  waste 
some  of  the  testimonies  for  which  those,  who  were  instru- 
mental in  founding  the  Society,  suffered  deeply,  and  which 
the  Society  has  always  believed  to  be  indissolubly  connected 
with  its  well-being  and  its  integrity ; and  the  dissemination 
of  such  works  as  we  have  alluded  to  may,  under  the  Divine 
blessing,  be  an  efficient  means  of  counteracting  these  efforts. 
It  is,  therefore,  very  desirable  that  Friends  generally  should 
interest  themselves  in  spreading  them  in  their  respective 
neighbourhoods,  as  well  as  furnishing  them  liberally  for 
their  own  families.
